“China will attend “prepered ta 
agree to any method for a peaceful 
settlement known to international 
Jaw,” he said. “Mediation is ac- 
ceptable if it is on the basis of the 
NinesPower Pact. That ts the only 
basis on which any attempt at settle- 
ment can be made; but we are de- 
termined to conilnuc our resistance 
until Japan respects - her pledged 
word.” . 

Dr. Koo asserted that China will 
not entertain any Japancse pence 
proposals, “We remain tloyal to 
Geneva and the, Ninc-Power Pact,” 
he sald. “Any proposals must be 
through those channels. China's 
position will be that she was invited 
fo attend in’ view of a violation of 
the Nine-Power Treaty. Japan has 
not only violated the Nine-Power 
Pact against China but against the 
other signatories as well.” 

He hoped the Conference would 
succeed, and regretted Japan's re- 
fusal to attend as “only another 
proof of her disregard of treatics to 
which she has attached her signa- 
ture.” sad 

He warned that the issue gees ke- 
yond.the Sino-Japanese crisis. He 
sald it was vitally important to the 
world as a whole. “The principle 
ig not merely of regionnl importance. 
Jt ts of far greater significance to the 
international community. If cfviliza- 
tion is to progress and nations are to 
live In peace, we must restore a 
scrupulous regard for treaty obliga- 
tlons.

Some would have it that: it is 
not in the interests of peace and 
good understanding — between 
nations to discuss . the pos- 
sibility of rivalry, friction and 
armed conflict between them. 


. Yet it seems axiomatic that to 


shut one’s eyes to a danger is 
the surest way of crashing into 
it. Discussion, while jt may not 
provide a remedy, certainly 
clarifies any problem—or should 
do, if the discussion ‘is ‘sane and 
confined to essentials, 


It js go often said that the 
press, by giving prominence to 
expert opinion on some matter 
of controversy or upon ‘some 
such subject as naval or mili- 
tary rivalrystetually ‘increases 
the danger of tension. On the 
other hand, to suppress such 
topics and to keep the public 
ignorant of the trend of events 
and-the-dangers-and~-compliea: 
tions inherent in changing, 
political and commercial rela- 
tions, would be unwarrantable 
in any democracy where men 
and -women are supposed to 
think for themselves, govern 
themselves. How can they fulfil 
the obligation which the posses- 
sion of democracy places upon 
them unless they are conversant 
with modern events — and 
opinions? And how can the 
vast majority obtain even a 
smattering of the general know- 
ledge requisite except through 
the press?. Newspapers, in the 
publication of predictions and 
opinions, are far behind the 
book publisher when it comes to 
that type of matter often un- 
fairly described as. “seare- 
mongering.” What would the 
critics of newspapers say to a 
headline: “Japan Must Fight 
Britain” at this stage of events? 
And yet that fs the fcarless title 
of an eminently fair «nd well- 
reasoned book by Lieut.-Com- 
mander Tota Ishimaru of the 
Imperial Japanese Navy, a mil- 
lion copies of which have 
alrendy been sold in Japan. As 
long as the press guards against 
misrepresentation, distortion 
and deliberate untruth there

In Bygone - 
DAYS 


S¢HJOSPEE! -Hospee!” comes the 
long wailing cry from far along 
the street, and the boy who has been 
sniding his eyes in a corner called the 
“den” issues cuutlously forth ond 
sccks for the hiders. Be yh ¢ 

Presently, having gone some dis- 
tance nlony the street, he. gets a 
wiimpse of a red bend. .poking out 
from on entry, and immediately 
shouts, “In for you, Jock Tamson!” 
and’ rushes for the den before the 
“blued boy can cutch him up. 

That mystcrlous word “honpee”* is 
just’ u corruptlon of “I Spy,” often 
known as hide-and-seek, which was 
one of the most popular street games 
of our boyhood, many years ago. 

“King’ was ondther exciting 
cunning: game, where the boy in the 
centre of the road having shouted 
“king,” all rushed from one side to 
the other, and those who were 
captured in the crossing joined forces 
with the -solltary beginner. 

“Cavey,” or-prisoners’ base, was 
something similar, though played 
along the strect, and giving great 
scope for budding sprinters to irec 
“prisoners” and win victory for their 
elde, These strenuous games re- 
quired breathers in between, when 
‘uccording to scason, for all games 
“come ‘in, at regular perlods, mar- 
bles, “high-nickly” or “low-nickly" 
could be enjoyed; or if peerics were 
in, doughty deeds could be performed. 
py the owners of Glesen' splitters. 

The fighting spirlt- was always in 
evidence’ then, though usually In a 
yood-natured wiy, and found relict 
im tournaments, where the combat- 
unts fought pick-a-back, and Scots 
and English. This was a mighty 
struggle, though it was at times 
aliflcult to provide “temporary Eng- 
sh," as they knew that in the end 
they must be vanquished. 


Hounds and Hares 


A greatly enjoyed game, which 
extended beyond the street to back 
.ereens or even mendows and links, 
was hounds ond hares, and many 
youngsters got thelr first taste here 
of cross-country running. A varin- 
tion of ‘this was the game of “bobbics 
and thieves,” ‘ 

To return-to the strect, tippny- 
nmippny (leap-frog) with all Its many 
stages wag a favourite, as was hatty. 
where the caps were placed in a Ine 
ayalnst a doorway and a ball pitched 
ut them, the owner of the hat into 
which it landed having to, retrieve 
the ball and hit one of his flying com- 
panions with ft. Dully, or rounders, 
was played with the lomp-posts us: 
dulls, and offen the windows of 
neighbouring houses were  cti- 
dangered. . 

“Cat und bat” was another some- 
what dangcrous game, where the 
sharp-pointed cat was sent flying 
from-n narrow cavity in the pave- 
ment, and thereafter struck on the 
point and batted when in the air. 
Boys even In those days had con- 
siderable mechanical ingenuity, and 
made their own “barrows” out-of 
soap-boxes or similar packing-cases, 
to which they. attached wheels, the 
front set belng fixed loosely by a 
nut, so that guiders could be used; 
and so rapid was the movement that 
often the wheels smoked in those 
‘home-made charlots,,5 and many 
races were Indulged 1n. 

A game of never-falling attraction 
was “dummies’ trades,” where two 
sides were picked, and occupied 
opposite sides-of the strect. After 
consultation, ont lot advanced to the 
other and went through .a perform- 
ance in the style of a charade, but 
without a single word belng spoken. 
When the oudience were successful 
in discovering the “trade” or story, 
tney in turn gave a performance. 


Before the Motor Eru 


One winter game which it will be 
somewhat diMcult for the present 
generation to realise or belleve Jin 
was “guesses.” It was ployed at 
lighted shop windows, often in the 
busiest streets, and .onc member of 
the company gaye the Ictters of some 
object in the shop window—“T.D.” 
(Turkish delight) or “C.G." (cinna- 
mon gundy), etc, ae 

Whoever guessed: the object cor- 
rectly shouted it out nnd made for 
another selected shop window, usual- 
ly across the street, pursucd by the 
others, who battered him with thelr 
hats. He then had: the privilege of 
giving the ‘next guess. We can 
imagine what would happen at such 
a gome in our streets to-day! 

Besides . those universally re- 
cognised ‘games, there were specials 


such os the “circus,” originating from | ° 


visits to Cook's or Newsomes, and it 
wos no uncommon thing to see boys 
standing on thelr hands or making 
pyramids ‘on cach ‘other's shoulders. 
Cross-t!g and lome-tig, with tug-of- 
war, “buff the bear,” ‘welghts," Co 
gurhe of endtirance), and “ducky; 

played with large stones, were other 
amusements, and there were always 
“sookera” (for lifting stones)’ and 
“penny bloods” for wet days. Haw 
spouts (the English ~pea-shooters) 
and bottery guns (the English. pop- 
guns) hod their season, and many 
happy hours. were spent “playing 
horses” or having an impromptu per 
formance of Dick Turpin. 

It will be observed that almost. all 
those games were born Jn the boyish | 
community or handed down .from 
generation to gencratlon by. -Jong 
tradition. Few properties were re- 
quired, and this wos just as well, for 
os a rule a boy's finances in those 
days consisted.of the Saturday penny 


or halfpenny. :

PRECONCEIVED PLAN 


Upon the outbreak of the Lukou- 
chino ineldent the Japanese povern- 
ment coardered the evacuation of 
Japanese residents from various 
parts of China which, in the opinion 
of spokesman, was carried out in 
accordance with a preconceived plan 
fot the purpose of ensuring — their 
safety and facilitating Japan's sub- 
sequent military activities, But the 
Chinese government still, provided 
every facility for their evacuation 
and consented to sufeguard — their 
property during thelr absence. This 
was strikingly different from the 
way the Japnnese government treat 
ed the Chinese residents cvacuating

, COMMUNISM OPPOSED 


The spokesman emphatically denied 
that the Chinese Government has 
accepted Communism as alleyed by 
Japan, both in her reply to Belgium

Japanese conflict... The Chinese 
Government, he sald, has 
strictly to the Three Principles of the 
People as laid down -by the late Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen in ruling” the country 
and has exerted relentless efforts in 
the suppression of the Communists. 
In view of allen aggression the Com- 
munists themselves recently volun- 


wlarily rallied to the support of the 


Chinese Government. In a mani- 
festa issued on September 22 they 
announced thelr abandonment of the 
policy of force, cessation of all “Red" 
hietivitics, abolition of the Soviet 
Government und reorganisation of 
the “Red” army into natlonal troops. 

The spokesman concluded by say~ 
ing that the Sino-Japanese . conflict

From this chaos China has in 
the Inst ten years been again re- 
building an ordered State. I 
have in two visits, as adviser to 
the Government, been privileged 
to see the work of those engaged 
in this task. They were suc- 
ceeding; they would have suc- 
ceeded. ‘ 

And then came the second 
shattering impact, not directly 
of the West, but of Japan trans- 
formed during the last century 
under the Western influence, 
strengthened by our training of 
her navy and for a time by our 
alliance. 

Do not the great Western 
Powers, of which we and the 
U.S.A. are the principal repre- 
sentatives in the Far East, owe 
a duty, not merely to those who 
will inherit their own fate, but 
to China—to do their best to re- 
pay something of their historic 
debt? To help her again to re- 
build that grent Pacific and paci- 
fic civilisation that is now being 
once more so tragically shatter- 
ed? P

Some would have it that it is 
not in the interests of pence and 
good" understanding between 
nations: to discuss the pos- 
sibility of rivalry, friction and 
armed conflict. between them. 
Yet it seems axiomatic that to 


: shut one’s eyes to a danger is 


the surest, way of crashing into 
it. Discussion, while it may not 
provide a remedy, -certainly 
clarifies any problem—or should 
do, if the discussion is sane and 
confined to essentials. : 


It is so often said that the 
press, by giving prominence to 
expert, opinion on some matter 
of controversy ‘or upon some 
such. subject a3 naval or mili- 
tary rivalry, actually increases 
the danger of tension. On the 
other hand, to suppress such 
topics. ahd to keep the ‘public 
ignorant of the trend of events 


~and” the” dangers” and complica- 


tions . inherent in changing 
political and commercial rela- 
tions, would be.unwarrantable 
in any democracy where men 
and women are supposed to. 
think for themselves, govern 
themselves. “How can they fulfil 
the obligation which the posses- 
sion of democracy places upon 
them unless they are conversant 
with . modern events - and 
opinions? ‘And’ how can the 
vast majority obtain even a 
smattering of the general know- 
ledge requisite except through 
the press? Newspapers, in the 
publication ‘of predictions and 
opinions, .are far behind the 
book publisher when it.comes to 
that type of matter often un- 
fairly described as “scare 
mongering.” What would the 
critics of newspapers say to a 
headline: “Japan Must Fight 
Britain” at this stage of events?. 
And yet that is the fearless title 
of an eminently fair and well- 
reasoned book by Licut.-Com- 
mander Tota Ishimaru. of the 
Imperial Japanese Navy, a mil- 
lion. copics of which. have 
already been sold in Japan. As 


. long as the press guards against 


misrepresentation, distortion 
and ‘deliberate untruth there 
can be no valid reason for sup- 


pressing ‘discussion of even the 


most delicate’ situations — in 
world or internal politics, And 
to go step farther, on the 
samic basis of argument, there 
can be no excuse for secret 
diplomacy. on ‘the part of any 
true democracy, 


Yesterday experts in Wa- 
shington discussed’ the possibili- 
ty of the Paelfic becoming the 
field for the greatest: armament 
programme tho.world thas ever 
seen.

11 Ins. but they 
were a sturdy set, well able to face up 
to robust methods ond themselves de- 
NghtiIng in legitimate shoulder 
charges, Their staying powers are 
undoubtedly of the best, ond, with 
thelr exceptionnl speed, there fs not 


take them lightly. 

As they are sure to Improve in the 
course of their tour through the Con- 
tinent, nnd to devise n real system of 
attack, by the tlme they reach Indla 
they should settle down into a formid- 
able combination.

courage people to go to thnt clty at 

the present time. -It was also men- 

tioned that the cost of the trip would 
be approximately $3,000. 


The ensuing discusslon indicated 
that members were not against a team 
being sent to the north provided that 
there was no danger to the players. 
It wns then suggested and ngrecd to 
accept Shanghal's. jnvitation provi- 
visionally. A final decision will 
not be made until a later date. 


It was announced that the sum of
